RECIPROCITY HAS BEEN KILLED 


Beet Sugar Men Meet—President Has 


Made No Statement as Yet—The 


Situation. 


Washington, 
June 13—President 


Roosevelt, perturbed 
by the revela* 


tions which show that F. W. Thurber 
of New York, acted for both the sugar 
trust and the* Unite.d States govern- 
ment in disbursing funds to educate 
"leaders of thought" up to the Cuban 
reciprocity idea, cut short his contem- 
plated two days' trip to his family At 
Oyster Bay and returned to Washing- 
ton last night direct from West Point. 
It is announced that no, statement by 
the President fceed be expected for tne 
present at least. Nevertheless the fact 
that the devlopments before the Sen- 
ate committe on Cuba were important 
enough to "Warrant a disarrangement 
of the executive's plans is considered 
significant, and some explanation from 
Roosevelt is awaited.~ 


Shortly after the President reached 


the .White House Senators Platt and 
Spooner called and-were closeted with 
him. It is not often that the President 
holds conferences at such an hour, so 
that it was surmised that tie business 
in hand was imperative and admitted 
of no delay. 
Before these senators 


left for the conference they intimated 
to several of their'colleagues that the 
situation raised by Thurber's testi- 
mony necessitated some prompt state- 
ment from the administration sources. 
It is supposed that they told the Pres: 


ident this, and insisted that he take 
some official 'action tending to show 
that fie waynot in sympatny witn 
eral Wood's course of procedure. 


The administration leaders in Sen- 


ate and House do not attempt to con- 
ceal their anxiety as to what the Presi- 
dent may say. They have not as yet 
had an opportunity to learn from him 
to what extent, if any, he was impli- 
cated in the payment of $9,000 to 'inur- 
ber for lobbying purposes.

money was paid without his knowl- 
edge, it is felt that he must call to ac- 
count Secretary Root, under whose or- 
ders, it is presumed, Governor Wood 
was acting, in adding the government's 
cash to that of Havemeyer's to pro- 
mote the cause of reciprocity. Secre- 
tary Root is also -said to have in mind 
the issuing of a statement in an en- 
deavor to make the unusual expend! 
ture look plausible to the country. 


That the exposure fias killed recip- 


rocity admits of practically no denial. 
The administration senators privately 
admit this:, Seator Spooer threw up 
the sponge when he allowed it to be- 
come known that a reciprocity 
bill 


would be reported to the Senate next 
Tuesday from" the committee on Cuba. 
The bill will provide for a 20 per 
cent reduction in tariff for -five years 
and will "not make any reference to 
the differential on refined sugar. To 
the President will be left the authority 
of declaring the treaty to be neogtiat- 
ed null and void, u. he finds the sugar 
trust is benefiting by the legislation. 
Of course this last clause is in the na- 
ture of a bluff. 


This measure will be introduced be- 


cause Senator Spooner and his associ- 
ates feel that nothing is to be gained 
by further postponing action in an ef- 
fort to harmonize the differences be- 
tween the administration and the beet 
sugarnnen. The bill will be pressed tc 
a vote and will be beaten if the pres- 
ent program is adhered to. 


The beet sugar senators met and 20 


of them signed an agreement not tc 
vote "for" any straight reciprocity bill- 
Counting 'the full Democratic vote as 
favorable to the House bill, the beet 
sugar advocates concluded that a prop- 
osition to pass that measure unamend- 
ed would be the strongest that could 
be put forward. The combination of 
the two forces would g:ve a total of 52 
votes, or seven more than a majority. 


They believe that in this position 


they will have the backing^of the coun- 
try, in t"ie face of the fact that it has 
been shown that General Wood and

tually receiving a salary from Presi- 
dent Havemoyer. He entered an em- 
phatic denial to both of these ques- 
tions. When Mr. Havemeyer was OE 
the stand he absolutely denied that 
the sugar trust was specially interest- 
ed in the proposed Cuban reciprocity 
legislation, or that lie had spent any 
money "in the distribution of literature 
on the subject. 
It is quite likely, in 


view of this, that he will be recalled 
to explain his statements-

Washington, 
June 13—The- Presi- 


dent sent a special.; message to" Con- 
gress this afternoon. 
It contains' no 


reference to the recent disclosures re- 
garding the appropriations 
made for 


reciprocity by Wood. It is striclly an 
appeal for reciprocity for Cuba. The 
President says: 


"There are reasons which far out- 


weigh those for granting reciprocity to 
any other nation. Some of our citizens 


opposed to the lowering of the 


.ariff on Cuban products just as three 
fears ago they opposed the admission 


'of the Hawaiian islands lest free trade 
with them might rum certain of our 
itnerests here. In the actual 
event 


their fears proved baseless as regards 
Hawaii "and their apprehensions as to 
the damage to\ any industry of our 
own because of the proposed measure 
of reciprocity with .Cuba seem to be 
equally baseless, m my judgment no 
American industry will be hurt and 
many American industries will be ben- 
efitted by the proposed action. It is 
to our advantage as a nation that the 
growing Cuban market should be con- 
trolled by • American producers." 


SECRETARY ROOT TALKS. 


Washintgon, June 13—The adminis- 


tration, as predicted in these dispatch- 
es to the Advocate has come to the 
defense of General Wood and his ap- 
propriation of Cuban funds to promote 
the cause of reciprocity between the 
United States and Cuba. 


Secretary Root today authorized the 


statement that Wood's' payment of 
three drafts of $2,880 eaca to F. B. 
Thurber for the circulation of reci- 
procity literature, was fully approved 
•by the President and the war depart- 
ment. 


As military governor of Cuba Root 


points out that Wood has full author- 
ity to appropriate the Cuban revenues 
for any purpose that, in his judgment 
would advance the interests of the 
island. 


It is the belief of the President and 


Secretary of War that the expendi- 
tures which the beet sugar men now 
criticize were wise and fully justified 
by the situation in the island, which 
demanded that something be done in 
the interest of the* planters 
and of 


closer commercial relations with the 
United States.. 


Because of his position as governor, 


Secretary Root says that Wood was in 
duty b6und to" administer his office for 
the benefit ol Cuba. 


Thurber and the export association 


merely acted as distributing agents of 
the United tstates and were employed 
by Wood because they had extended 
mailing lists and facilities for circulat- 
ing the documents. 


Root- says that neither he nor Wooj 


had any knowledge that the associa- 
tion was also employed by Mr. Have-

McMahon and James Harrity, accom- 
panied by two policemen broke into 
the barricaded room and captured the 
crazy negro. Bmke was' shot in the 
back, McMahon was beaten about the 
head and Harrity's hands were bitten 
in the struggle.

The old man was arrested 
at his home, 3S1 Madison street where 
he has lived for years, quietly and tak- 
ing the best of care of his wife, who 
has been an invalid for years.

The objection to the statue of Fred- 


erick is tnat he refused to recognize 
the independence of the United States 
until England permitted him to do so 
and that he permitted meicenaries to 
cross his domain on the way to fight 
Washington. 


There is no room in the United 


States for a statue of an enemy of the 
independence of the United States.

zens is a question of considerable im- 
portance and may arise again soon A 
decision by the highest court of tne 
state will settle the matter as to the 
rights of citizens who are connected 
with none of the organizations which 
usually have charge of the ceremony 
of laying cornerstones. 
This case,

when it was begun, may be the begin- 
ning of a movement which will result 
in settling the question raised by it 
m every state in tne country."

Eccentricities of Greatness. 


(Martha E. Wilson.) 


It is seldom that a correct estimate 


of a man as a man can be matte until 
after his death. Of course every man 
whether prominent or not, has tis 
friends and enemies, and the general 
estimate can be made only when the 
result of his life is known. 


How many live quietly in> their lu- 


tle communities whose lives have hai. 
a silent and almost unnoticed effect 
upon those left behind; whose pi- 
tience, or perhaps physical endurance, 
has made them models which we 
would do well to imitate. 


Then, there are the great men who 


are lionized during life, and sink into 
obscurity soon after death; but still 
we. have our truly great men whose 
memory never dies. 


It is often a solace to feel that ev- 


ery man is mortal, that every man 
errs, unless we accept the statement 
of Disraeli who taunted his great op- 
ponent Gladstone as "a man without 
a fault." We sometimes become dis- 
couraged as we watch the grand ca- 
reers or some men and read of their 
bra\e deeds, but to those who know 
them best, they are only human, suf- 
fering their trials 
and disappoint- 


ments common to all. 


The Greik and Roman idea of man 


•svas that be possessed a two-fold na- 
ture made up of wisdom and foolish- 
ness, the ethereal and the 
earthly, 


and that the condition of the brain 
•was clue to the mingling of these ele- 
ments. 


Many of our men have had their in- 


t^llects so developed that their eccen- 
tricities ha\e been almost lost 
to 


view, and among these are some of 
the foremost military and 
political 


leaders of history. But, beneath all 
threir wisdom, we may find some de- 


velopment of the foolish side of their 
naturf for no man lacks that entirely. 


The Duke of Marlborough, undoubt- 


edly one of England's greatest gener- 
als, who Knew so well how to spend 
thousands of pounds to 
accomplU'i 


an end which would redound to his 
glory, was quite miserly in some very 
trifling 
affairs. 
On one 
occasion, 


when the Prince Eugene was a guest 
of the military quarters, the servant 
lighted four candles in honor of the 
royal visitor, and was se%ereiy repri- 
manded by his mabter, who extin- 
guished all but one. 


The father of rr'der'-k the Great 


o" Prussia, had eccentricities which 
wuld have placed any one save a 
king in th'e inad-ao i:;c. He 
wov*'J 


cane a cleigyuaa <cr stopping to ?.£ 
mire his fduvus s;-J'!iery, although 
that giant soldiery was the expensive 
outcome of his own fanciful whims. 


The son of Frederick did not care 


for warfare in his youth, and we cer- 
tainly have a striking instance of 
strength and weakness as he went 
through the Seven Years' War with 
a bottle of poison in one pocket and a 
quire of poor rhymes in the other. He 
seems to have been as delighted over 
the writing of a new poem as over 
the gaining of a signal victory, for as 
Lytton says "We are ^specially fond 
of our own weakest side." Building 
was Frederick's only extravagaact 
and the palace of Po'^dam was but t 
at th"° floso of the -aar of the Aus- 
trian Succession to show the people 
that he was not as poor as they be- 
lieved 
He had an utter disregard for 


dress, and it is said that when he 
died he was buried in <the garment of- 
a servant. 


Dress seems to have been a spe- 


cial point of eccentricity and remains 
so to the present day. We find Tillie, 
one of the leaders 
of the 
Thirty 


Years' War,, always wearing a suit of 
green, with a pointed cap of 
the 


same color, and riding a small gray 
mule. Wallenstein, a leader of the 
same war, passes 
before our eyes 


clothed in scarlet. High heels and 
splendid 
dress 
characterize Louis 


XIV ; and Elizabeth of England had 
a ^wardrobe befitting a beauty, thus 
betraying her own foolish vanity. The 
same feeling which prompted her to 
use wigs still flourishes in the long- 
haired geniuses and prophets of the 
present time. 


It is a wonder that young America 


does not learn to detest the names 
of George Washington and Abraham 
Lincoln, from the mere fact that no 
boy goes through life without hear- 
ing wonderful tales-of the boy who 
never told a lie. and the poor lad who 
split rails for his 
father, 
carrying 


with him a text book, that no time 
should be lost. Too much goodness is 
appalling and may have the effect it 
had on a man who was asked why 
he voted for Themistodes and 
not 


Aristides. He replied, "I am tired of 
hearing Aristides called 'The Just'" 
Who- is it cares for the boy who does 
not go tick-tacking, make pin-music, 
or snap a rubber when he has a 
chance? In our zeal to instill into 
young minds the beauty and nobility 
of these characters we forget to show 
that they are mortal. 
In 
insisting 


that a boy copy a life held up so un- 
like his own, we defeat the end for 
which we are striving. 


The reason that Washington is so 


dear to us is because he was not be- 
yond the human but had as many ec- 
centricities as other men. Although 
at the age of six he was unable to 
prevaricate, according to a certain 
writer we find that he later overcame 
this disability ana made good use of 
his powers in this direction, believ- 
ing that "all is fair in love and war." 


William ShaKGbpeare, who has never 


known an equal in the dramatic world, 
was arrested when a young man for 
poaching on the hunting grounds of 
a neighbor. A man with his knowl- 
edge of human weakness must have 
had some eccentricities himself, else 
how could he have portrayed so well 
the fools in his plays. 


John Ruskiu, lie lover of the beau- 


tiful, tells us in his "Praeterita'' that 
it was lovely to drive the mud from 
the steps with a stiff broom and see 
it splash down to the one below. 


We have men of greatness with ec- 


centricities and also men whose ec- 
centricities have been their greatness. 
It is often said that genius is a form 
of insanity, and this is probably true, 
for our greatest geniuses are men 
whose minds have been overdeveloped 
on some particular subject, and what 
else is insanity? 


It is now a well established fact 


that Socrates and Diogenes were two 
of the most learned philosophers of 
ancient times, but why should the 
former go bare-footed, ill-dressed, and 
with hair unkempt, and the latter live j 
in a tub? Why should philosophers!

Whitman may be classed as one of 


the later philosophers and he exem- 
plifies the same characteristics. His 
style of writing is peculiar and few 
im(I.->:s-/ard him; \\hile Hubbard th5 
writer of the Little Journey Series, 
although placed in the same list, has 
made his eccentricities pay. 


One more class of great men re- 


mains—Ihose v whose 
eccentricities 


have overshadowed their greatness. 
In this class are many of our Spanish 
war heroes. 
With such a far-reach- 


ing supply of newspapers, it is'impos- 
sible for a 'man. to i emain long A pub- 
lic idol, for the transference of pro- 
perty, kissing contests, etc. are scarce- 
ly actualities until they are the pro- 
perty of all. 


But perchance in years to come,; 


time may set forth the true and strong 
untouched by| jealousies and strifes, 
and we may ,vlev. them through the 
dominating principles of their lives. 


Wit and Humor. 
(Mabel A. ililler.') 


Wit has been defined as "an odd 


fancy, short lived, 
and 
depending 


upon the association of incongruities, 
expressed in brief' and pointed lan- 
guage." It results from the union of 
ideas which seem unrelated. This 
union causes surprise, and also excites 
a sense of the ridiculous. It takes 
many forms, having its 
advantages 


and disadvantages 
Sometimes it is 


aggressive andt exposes 
follies 
and 


vices wherever it finds them; but oft- 
en it is only sportive, genial, and 
humane, and ministers to mirthful-- 
ness,, without hostility to anybody or 
anything,^ The following example il- 
lustrates the definition of wit: 


"A man from Maine who had never 


paid more than twenty-five cents for 
admission to an entertainment, .went 
to a New York theatre where the 
play was the Fortj Thieves and was 
charged a dollar and a half for a 
ticket. Handing the pasteboard back, 
he remarked, "Keep it, sir, I don't 
want to see the, other thirty-nine." 


Humor is a form of thought which 


does no\ provokg a laugh at men and 
things but a laugh with them. Thack- 
ery has defined 
humor as "a com- 


pound of wit and love." It is a linger- 
ing sunbeam which cheers while it 
brightens: but wit '-s a brilliant flash. 
Humor is nobler than wit, for it 
mingles the tender emotions of the 
°.tr^

heart with the,conceptions qf the in- 
tellect At- the present time almost 
all papers and periodicals contain 
some wit and humor, while a few are 
entirely 
devoted to these subjects. 


Puck and Judge, published in New 
York, are the best examples of "such 
magazines. Somerreaders devote their 
whole attention to such selections, 
while even those^who generally give 
their thought to more serious matters 
will occasionally glance 
over them 


with keen enjoyment. 


The great demand for wit and hu- 


mor makes it possible for the writer* 
of this style of literature la make a 
business of it. Large prices are pail 
for anything new and original which 


•vv ill please the public. This is not the 
highest type, however, for the most 
pleasing manifestation is found in do- 
mestic life. Here it is like a r"ay of 
light making everything and every- 
body bright and cheerful. The man of 
wit is gifted, for is he not a favorite 
in . society and a -welcome 
guest 


wherever he goes? 
< 


An appreciation or wit and humor 


is a great element of success in every 
department of life. There are times 
when no good whatever is done by 
taking even the most serious things 
too seriously, and a sudden flash of 
wit will lighten up the whole atmos- 
phere. Wit and humor help their 
possessor to bear up cheerfully in the 
midst of difficulties 
and 
give 
him 


courage to press forward in the ac- 
complishment of his purposes. Wit 
often gains a point where logic fails 
In this way it sometimes works muci 
harm. The •* it of Robert Ingersoll 
has been compared to a mosquito. It 
was so sharp and pointed, that, like 
the sting of that noxious little insect, 
it at first apparently seemed innocuous 
but in reality it contained a poison 
that m the course of time affected 
the whole rrpnd. 


Scotch wit and humor are not al- 


ways on the surface—what treasure 
is?—but underneath the Scotchman's 
placid exterior a fund of wit may be 
found. 
Sj.li.ey Smith says' "It re- 


quires a Mirgical operation to get a 
joke well into a Scotch understand- 
ing. Their only idea of wit, or rather 
that inferior variety of this electric 
talent which prevails occasionally in 
the North, and 
which, 
under 
the 


name of 'wut', is so infinitely dis- 


tressing to people of good taste, is] 
laughing immoderately at stated la-1 
tervals. They are so imbued 
with 


metaphysics that they even make love 
metaphysically." 


Wilson, the celebrated vocalist, was 


upset one day in his carriage near 
Edinburgh. *A Scotch paper, after re- 
cording the accident, said: "We are 
happy to state he was able to appear 
the following evening in tSree pieces." 


A Scotch minister was asked if he 


was not very much exhausted after 
preaching three hours. "Oh, no," he 
replied, "but it would have done you 
good to see how worried the people 
were-" 


For playfulness, for sarcastic keen- 


ness, and for gracefulness, nothing is 
more effective than feome of the wit 
and humor of an Irishman. 


Curran was one day walking with 


a friend, who, hearing a person say 
"curosity" for "curiosity," exclaimed: 
"How that man murders the English 
language!" "Not so bad as that," re- 
plied Curran, "he has only knocked an 
"i" out!" 


Dean Swift once gave the following 


advice to a self-styled wit. Happening 
to' be in company 
with a petulant 


young man who prided himself on 
saying pert things—and who cried 
out, "You must know, 
Mr. Dean, 


that I set up for a wit!" "Do you so?" 
said tne^Dean; "take my advice and 
sit down again." 


"Pat." said a gentleman to his ser- 


vant, "what's all the noise in the 
street?" "Oh, nothing, sir—ther'e on- 
ly forcing a man to join the volun- 
teers." 


The English people as a whole are 


not humorous. 
Punch is the only 


magazine of wit and humor published 
in England and it has to struggle hard 
for an existence. 
Chas. Dickens is 


one of the best representatives 
of 


English humor. 
He, like any other 


genius, is to be judged by what he 
created, what he brought into 
the 


world. He was always quiet himself, 
and followed no model, although thous- 
ands of writers have 
attempted to 


imitate him. For over a half a cen- 
tury Dickens had the ear of the Eng- 
lish reading public the world over 
and it laughed with him. He invented 
a new kind of irresistible humor, told 
stories that went to the 
hearts of 


humanity and amused, warmed, and 
cheered the world. The 
object 
of 


many of his writings was to correct 
existing -abuses and he accomplished 
great reforms in the schools for boys 
where previously the treatment^ had 
"been very cruel. His characters were 
taken from real life" and will live as 
long as literature exists. 


An example of English wit is found 


in the reply which an editor made to 
a young writer who wished to know 
which magazein would gi\re him the 
highest position 
quickest. It was: 


"A powder magazine, especially if you 
contribute a fiery article." 


American humor has as yet no per- 


manent style but changes its form to 
suit the era. Samuel L. Clemens, bet- 
ter known as Mark Twain, is univer- 
sally recognized as the first of living 
American humorists. When the fash- 
ion changes, Mark Twain will remain, 
for he possesses the literary gift that 
enables him to express his comical 
ideas in a delightful, cultivated man- 
ner which makes his works worthy 
of preservation 
His humor has the 


stamp of universality, which is the 
one indispensable quality in all en- 
during literary productions, and his 
books have been translated into Ger- 
man, French, and other .languages. He 
distils his fun drop by drop through 
a whole page, instead of condensing 
it into one sentence. His jokes are 
generally easy ones, and do not cause 
his readers to think hard. This is 
very important, for a slow discovery 
of a joke is always a wearing process. 


Artemus Ward, or Chas. F. Brown, 


was a comic lecturer, rather than 
writer. 
Although he saw'^gverything 


in a ludicrous light, his own story is 
a sad one. During his last years, as 
he jokes away on the platform, con- 
vulsing his audiences with laughter, 
he was struggling with an invidious 
disease. One peculiarity about Chas. 
Browne was that with all his wit he 
never made an enemy. One element of 
the humor of his writing is impossi- 
ble spelling. His jokes were fresh 
and were unstained by profanity or 
irreverence. 


Bret Harte, the American humorist 


who died recently, was distinctly the 
humorist of the West 
Hfs" writings 


are full of fun. pathos, and wild West- 
ern life, and his humor differs from 
that of any other writer. 


The writers of wit and humor have 


made for themselves a distinct place 
in literature, for th£y furnish a source 
of relaxation to great readers and 
thinkers thus 
giving them 
added 


power for heavier tasks. A good 


hearty laugh not only lightens up the 
atmosphere but clea:-s tae intellect as 
well 


Wit is a distinct production of civil- 


ization and is never 
found 
among 


savage or" even semi-civi'lized races. 
To the intellectual man an outburst 
of wit often seems to be spontaneous, 
and the natural outcome of his great- 
ness of mind. 
"For sure by wit is chiefly meant 
Applying well what we invent: 
What humor is not, all the tribe 
Of logic-mongers can describe: 
Here nature only acts her part, 
Unhelp'd by practice, • books or art." 


Is Oratory on the Decline? 
(Merrill R. Montgomery.) 


Oratory is the art of public speak- 


ing. R Is the first cultaro to wliicli a 
people reach out. The Indian may be 
taken as an example of the orator with 
the natural method, since.it is tKe cus- 
tom for the chiefs to make speeches 
on all occasions. EveVy nation has its 
own kind of oratory and its own stan- 
dard of oratorical excellence. The or- 
atory of a nation is, like its art and 
literature, a product of the national 
life. 


Oratory may be regarded as hypno- 


tism on a large scale. Through it ideas 
are acquired by induction, and under 
the spell of the orator the audience is 
of one mind. The result of oratory 
depends upon the nearer. An English 
or American audience demands that a 
speech shall he in a great measure of 
a practical character, presenting argu- 
ments easily inteLigible to its under- 
standing, and free from superfluous 
rhetoric. 


This is the era o£ commercialism 


and capitalists' interests dominate ev- 
ery legislative assembly in the world. 
The popular speaker 
of our time, 


therefore, is generally the man who 
can make a clear business-like state- 
ment which will express the convic- 
tion of 
4 practical men, with whom tBe 


state ista mere piece of machinery, 
existing mainly for the protection of 
property. 


All ages have had their orators, but 


orators differ with the times and cir- 
cumstances, but they have always nad 
their mission and taeir part in making 
the civilization of the world. 


It has been said that literature nev- 


er dies, that in time paintings are de- 
stroyed, but oratory, dying on the air, 
exists only as a memory. But the in- 
fluence is very- different. We have 
heard it said that "he who influences 
the beliefs and opinions or men, influ- 
ences all "other men that' come after, 
for influence, like matter, cannot be 
destroyed."

The history of oratory goes back to 


the earliest days. The old Testament 
contains the valedictory of Joshua, 
and the able a'ddress of King Abijah 
to the armies of Judah and Israel, on 
the eve of battle. Homer records 
speeches of the Greek heroes that may 
well be called orations. 


The Golden Age of Greece is tEe age 


of her greatest orators. Pericles ably 
headefl the list which culminated in 
Demosthenes, who may welljbe taken 
as an example. • He lived in the fourth 
century, B. C. It was Demosthenes who 
incited the Athenians to war with Phil- 
ip,' and won nearly all the Grecian 
states over to his side. Later, in an 
embassy to the Tnebans, with Philip's 
ambassadors to oppose him, by his 
great power of oratory, he induced the 
Thebans to tafie his side of the ques- 
tion, thus compelling Pnilip to sue for 
peace. , Gifts were afterwards sent to 
him by the Persians, as the only man 
in all Greece who could occupy Philip 
close at home. 


At- one time the Athenians, to show 


their appreciation of Demosthenes, for 
his services to the state, were about 
to give him a golden crown. Aeschines 
opposed this, and during their contro- 
versy Demosthenes delivered his "Or- 
ation on the Crown." On account of 
his opposition, Aeschines was sent in- 
to exile, and began teaching oratory at 
Rhodes. Once, having read to his pu- 
pils the oration by which he was over- 
thrown, they began to applaud. He, 
happy to think taat it was by so great 
a'work that he was crushed, said that 
the oration was truly great, but that 
they should have heard the old Beast 
himself. Our practical age would 
scarcely approve of such a roaring 
style, but such was the influence'of 
the greatest orator ut all Greece. 


Roman oratory, which declined with 


the waning of Roman liberty, reached 
its height in the time of Cicero, who, 
in his youth, was a •Uligent student of 
elocution and law, and an attentive 
listener in the Forum and ;n the courts 
of justice 
Cicero made much use of 


sarcasm, so much that by some he 
was thought to be very ill-natured. He 
ridiculed ranting speakers saying that 
they were as lame men, riding upon 
horses, and that they were not ora- 


tors,-but spoke Joudljr to make an im- 
pression. belng~unable to do so in any 
other manner. 


'Among his greatest orations were 


the four against 
Catiline 
.through 


which he made known and caused to 
be suppressed, the conspiracy of Cat- 
iline to overthrow 
the government. 


After that Cicero was hailed as the 
Father of his Country. So much for 
the ancient orators. 


The middle ages show the eloquence 


of Peter the Hermit, Bernard, Thomas 
Aquinas, and some other ecclesiastics. 
The Reformation brought out the 
rough but powerful preaching of Lu- 
ther as compared with the gentle dig- 
nity of Melancthon. 


The highest eloquence of the next 


generation was found in the Catholic 
pulpits of France, where, pulpjt ora- 
tory was raised to the highest place. 
The Eighteeth Gentry saw the wonder- 
ful parliamentary^ eloq^Snce of Pitt, 
Fox, and others, and also witnessed 
the religious awakening under Wesley. 


!n the Nineteenth 
Century there 


were many things averse to the pro- 
gress of oratory, such as the telegraph, 
the telephone, and the daily newspa- 
pers. These now do the work which 
before had to be done entirely by pub- 
lic speaking. But still in this century 
there were many orators worthy to 
be compared with any of ancient 
times. Chief of these in England were 
Wm. E. Gladstone and Lord Randolph 
Churchill. Gladstone, as he was rep- 
resented, was a man, remarkable for 
his eloquence, his steadfastness of pur- 
pose, and, especially, for his personal 
character, and the high tone he intro- 
duced into the political and public life 
-of England. 'Homage has been render- 
ed by all to him as the only one of the 
parliamentary leaders who has chang- 
ed, the votes of the House of Commons 
by his great eloquence. 


In America, the senatorial speeches 


by Henry Clay and Daniel Webster 
may be compared with the most per- 
fect orations of any time. Webster 
believed in America's greatness and 
by his oratory he infused into count- 
less men his own patriotism. In all his 
speeches he fired the hearts of men. 
with the love of their native land, and 
no one can tell Ijow much 01 the great- 
ness of our country 
is due to 
the 


magic of his words.' 
- Orators have always had their mis- 
sions, in time of war to incite men to 
deeds of valor, in time of peace to 
move them on toward justice and a 
higher plane of civilization. Who in- 
deed is greater than the orator? He 
who, by the power of his words and 
the'magnetism of his personality, in- 
fluences men of his own time as well 
as those who live after. 


The orator has always had, and will 


continue to have, his part in public 
works, from the greatest to the least. 
His influence over men, in all affairs 
with which he is connected, cannot 
be told, nor can anyone say how much 
of the civilization of tne world is due, 
and will be due, to the voice of the 
orator.

originally no means of communication 
other than tie imperfect manner of 
beasts.^ Other authorities ,c]aim that 
in the beginning the human race had 
only a few monosyllables by which to 
express their thoughts and some of 
these are not unintelligible to us at 
the present time. 


Many other theories might be pro- 


duced along this line, but we prefer 
to claim the higher origin for man, 
and assert that God, with the gift of 
intellect, gave also to him the ele- 
ments with which to form a means of 
communication. 


It has been said that three things 


have contributed to enable man to p0*- 
fect language—necessity, practice, and 
the desire to please. 
Necessity pro- 


duced a collection of brief, discon- 
nected words; by practice words in- 
creased in number and power of ex- 
pression, while to the desire of 
pleasing, which has survived to the 
present day, we, owe those happy, 
agreeable words which impart to 
phrases both elegance and grace. 


As time went on, and the spoken 


language was found to be' a source of 
pleasure and profit, the supply be- 
came equal to the demand, and words 
were found to express all the different 
emotions and thoughts of the human- 
mind.

truth supplied witn a. smooth ex- 


ringing in the heart of every true 
Englishman today. 
' 


We need not go to England for such 


examples, however. Only four short 
years ago a picture was flashed before 
our eyes which electrified every Amer- 
ican heart. It was that quiet figure 
on the deck of the Olympia in far off 
Manila Bay calmly remarking to the 
captain, "You may begin firing now, 
Grinley, if you are ready," and the 
reply was a victory which surprised 
the world. 


One of the grandest examples of the 


strength and sublimity of brevity was 
when God said, "Let there be light'^ 
and 'nature's obedience to that com- 
mand ' is expresed. in words % equally 
terse and weighty, "And there 'was 


, light." 


Shakespeare has'said, "Brevity is the 


4 
soul of wit," and his writings certain- 
ly bear him out, for his sayings are 
frequently mistaken for quotations 
from the Bible. 


Another man who has become fam- 


ous for 
his maxims Jte 
Benjamin 


Franklin. 
The extent of his influence 


is shown by the fact that "in many 
houses of his day the Bible and Poor 
Richard's almanac were 'the' only 
books. 
To its brevity is chiefly due the power 
of the old saying. Sometime, some- 
where, possibly in- a country grocery 
or a shoe shop, an opinion has been 
expresed which seemed to fit perfectly 
the circumstances under discussion. 
This remark perhaps caught the hear- 
ers fancy and has been repeated ever 
since, sometimes applying to the case 
in hand, and sometimes not. 


The old maxim is not to be con- 
t, 
demned, how-ever; on the contrary^ it 
merits the' greatest respact. The good 
accomplished by such chrystallized 
thought is beyond estimate, but so 
great is its power by reason of its 
currency, that it is often quoted to fit 
circumstances for which it was never 
intended. 
Conscience is dulled by 


bad maxims or perverted good ones, 
and they furnish an excuse for ill do- 
ing. 


The old saying has posed for years 


before^ an admiring public as the em- 
bodiment of wisdom, but, too .often, it 
is the wolf in sheep's clothing, en1 


couraging, under the garb ot inno- 
cence, selfishness, dishonesty, avarice, 
•and lack of principle and ambition. 
Take for instance, that well-known 
maxim "Honesty is the best Policy." 
Is that all that honesty is? A policy 
to be' resorted to when other means 
fail? Honesty is right, and should'be 
practiced because It is so. "The bet- 
ter the day the Ketter the deed" is 
another maxim which'too many are 
fond'o'f quoting. 
In(reality it is only 


an excuse for Sabbath breaking—a 
salve for a troubled conscience. 


There are some old sayings that ev- 


er strive to make theft respectable. A 
person who would net deliberately 
take money from your purse might, 
nevertheless vacate your house with- 
out payment for its use, and say, with 
a smile, ""It is cheaper to move than 
to pay rent." 
"Stolen sweets -are 


sweetest," may be true enough, but at 
the same time it is dangerous advice. 
When the boy climbs the fence to get- 
the apples he may not be committing 
a great crime, and he himself pays 
the penalty, if they be green, but we 
all know the work accomplished by 


"Little drops of water," and 
"Little grains of* sand." 


In these progressive days'even the 


Golden Ruie has been perverted, add 
we now' hear, "Do unto others as they 
would like to do unto you," with the 
addition/ "and do it first." 


"Man 
is the creature of environ- 


ment" has done much harm by cast- 
ing a damper upon just ambition, and 
the victim of this masquerading falsity 
may go on reasoning thus with him- 
self—"All things come to him 
who 


waits,"' perhaps something may come 
to ane; if not, "what can't be cured 
must be endured." and I may as well 
"let well enough alone." 


Some old sayings are so base and 


The old law, "When in Rome do as 


the Romans do,'* means well 
from 


all appearances. 
It is surely a good 


thing to be able to adapt ones' self to 
circumstances, to make ones' 
self 


agreeable to. all around, no matter 
what the conditions may \>e, and yet. 
taking the maxim in its implied sense, 
what kind of a person would one be- 
come if he dwelt very long in "Rome"? 
A weak, vacillating* creature with no 
mind or character of his own—a veri- 
table "reed shaken with the wind." 


"Many men of many minds," 


A saw we oft recalt— 


Does very well, but oh, one finds 
So many men of many kinds 


Who have no minds at all." 


Then there is the maxim, "Hew to 


the line, let the chips fall where they 
may." 
This gives a glimpse of days 


long gone by, when the building of a 
house was not the swift work of the 
present time. Instead of the hum. of 
the saw mill, the .ringing stroke of 
the hewer's broadax echoed through 
the woods. Hewing to the line meant 
a keen eye, steady nerve and an utter 
disregard 
for 
surroundings. 
"Good 


business qualifications, surely—and yet 
on looking deeper into the meaning ot 
this maxim, we can appreciate its ut- 
ter selfishness. 
We can readily see 


the character of the man who, 
un- 


mindful of the feelings of others, pur- 
sues only his own selfish purposes. 
Napoleon, the Man of Destiny, is an 
example of such a person. 
His am- 


biton was boundless, and his selfish- 
ness most unscrupulous. 
With a vast 


army he invaded Russia. During the 
bitter winter of his retreat from Mos- 
cow many battles were fought, and the 
weather was so cold that the -bodies of 
"the dead'and dying were frozen, and 
the snow was crimsoned with their 
blood. By the time they reached Po- 
land three-fourths of that great army 
had been destroyed, but the Emporer 
fled homeward in a sledge, and when 
he reached Paris, proceeded tg, raise 
new troops to be sacrificed to his am- 
bition. The starving, dying, freezing 
sufferers on the planes of Russia were 
mere incidentals to. Mm in the build- 
ing of his empire. 
Without the pow- 


er of concentrating the mind and will 
upon some definite purpose or ambition 
in life one can never hope foV success. 
And yet the ambition which pursues 
its own course regardless of the sor- 
rows and sufferings of the travellers 
by the way may attain apparent suc- 
cess, but can hardly hope for happi- 
ness. A better motto for a noble life 
is— 


"Leok up, and not down; 
Look forward, and not back; 
Look out, and not in; and 
Lend, a hand." 


A Plea for the Unpractical.

noons were spacious and the clock 
ticked slowly in the winter evening." 
Time, like money, is valuable in pro- 


marked by the hours and minutes, and 
even an artificial measure of time reg- 
ulates our daily ^movements. A half 
hour for this, an hour for that—we cau 
scarcely conceive of a "spacious day." 


The early writers Journeyed through 


the forests on foot, and wrote poetry, 
while our modern writers journey over 
our asphalt pavements on bicycles and 
write rhyme. But we readily recog- 
nize the difference. Our writers may 
be popular for a short time and pleas- 
ing to the mass of the people, but it 
can be said with perfect safety that 
they, will not stand the test of years as 
will the deep and sublime productions 
of the early ages.

ture to them was of priceless value 
even though it had no practical bear- 
ing on the acquisition of money. And 
until we learn to realize that "Things 
done for bread will taste of common 
grain, not grapes," all our searching 
and seeking 
after, knowledge will 


prove useless. 


"I like a well-made modern building 


better than any ruin in the world." 
Such is the expression of a man of the 
present century. Let us observe him 
more closely—he is intensely practica1 


and progressive, emancipated 
from 


the past, impatient of the Old World 
conservatism, and so exultant in the 
building up of new and prosperous 
communities that he considers it al- 
most a sacrilege to waste time on men, 
events, and buildings of antiquity. Yet 
men in the present age do not spend 
much time in thinking over that which 
is worthy of being considered. 
We 


have come to a mechanical age", when 
newspapers, magazines, and popular 
fiction so flood tne country that men 
foolishly allow others to think for 
thews while they plan and scheW for 
some new time-saving invention which 
may give more time to plan for more 
time-saving machinery. 


It is true, these inventions have 


their good results, but is this genera- 
tion really profiting by them? No, the 
opposite statement could more easily 
be proved, for we need only look at 
Florence and Its art for a good exam- 
ple. Have we any such wonderful 
pieces of art as are there represented? 
In this century things which are beau- 
tiful and ornamental give way to the 
useful and profitable. Our modenr 
buildings are far irom beautiful but 
they fulfill the purpose for which they 
were built, namely: to save space and 
for practical results. We can boast of 
no such buildings as the Greeks and 
Romans erected, as for instance the 
Mausoleum at Halicarnassus, or the 
Parthenon, perfect in construction and 
beautiful beyond expression; but we 
could have them if only the 
time 


which can be saved by our inventions 
were utilized in the right way for the 
right thing. This century could be 
come famous for its beauty and ad- 
vancement in art and literature as 
well as in science. The beautiful is 
now looked upon as unpractical but it 
is the beauty and the beautiful in 
Paris and Florence which cause them 
still to retain their prominence; and is 
beauty in such instances not reaping 
practical results? 


Our machines also' in the case of lit- 


erature, although it may not be gener- 
ally known, have done much good; for 


fountains are beco:- ..,s a general de- 
mand. Neptune Ha,i m Washington, 
is the best exampl- u this. And when 
people fully awak( u w appreciate the 
beautiful In art, in Immature, and as a 
general quality, w< u>o will reap such 
results as the coin TKS characteristic 
of the early unpractical centuries are 
reaping.

keeping up the reputation'of our Yel- 


discomfort and inconvenience, think- 
ing only of the goal they are striv- 
ing for. 


The scientist quotes Spencer, saying 


' Scientific knowledge is of the most 
worth for maintenance of life 
and 


health; for gaining a livelihood; for 
the interpretation of national life; for 
the most perfect production and high- 
est enjoyment of art in all its forms;

plication of the Golden Rule 
.Such 


men are Andrew Carnegie and~7ohn 
D. Rockefeller, who~fcave tried to up- 
lift others, the former by establish- 
ing libraries in the United States and 
Scotland, the 
latter by bestowing 


large sums upon various institutions 
of learning*. 


As the ages roll on, and civilization 


and culture ad\ance, an increasing 
number of pursuits 
present them- 


selves; and so many of them are 
worthy of careful investigation that 
it is difficult to"make a choice. 


Perhaps nowhere is this difficulty 


more strikingly shown than in the 
selection of a college course. Harvard 
university offers so many excellent 
courses of instruction that it would 
require forty years' to complete all 
Now, there are few persons who can 
devote more than four years to cor- 
lege, and then they wish to get the 
best possible results from that time 
So at the beginning they decide upon 
the course that contains the studies 
which will best

man has within himself latent facul- 
ties, capacities and 
powers, which 


must be developed by a process of 
mental t'raining. Scientists 
tell us 


that "under the rings and scales of 
the caterpillar there lie, all folded up 
and hidden from view, the gorgeous 
wings of the butterfly." These wiugs 
are of no use to the caterpillar, be- 
cause taey are in an embryonic con- 
dition, they are only a latent power, 
which must be led forth, or educated, 
before it can serve the purpose that 
God intended. 


This same is true In the plant king- 


dom. 
By the aid of a powerful mic- 


roscope the apple seed is found to con- 
tain a mmature apple tree, perfect i 
all its parts, but undeveloped. Unde 
proper conditions it too will unfold 
and, nourished by nature, will grow 
into a great tree 


Now it is clear that the developmen 


of the latent powers and capabilitie 
within ourselves, is the result of leac 
ing them forth, a result that can be se 
cured in no other way than by puttin 
them through the drill of a thorough 
going and exact discipline. 


If we want a'fully developed body 


we 4must go through a process of bod 
ily training, by which we shall make 
use of the strength we already have 
and enlarge the unused muscles, thu 
increasing our powers by drawing out, 
not by adding to. 


Among some of the savage races 


there is a belief that the strength an< 
courage of a conquered foe passes in 
to the body of his slayer. While this 
superstition is not strictly true, ye 
it is true that the power of his body 
is augmented in proportion to the 
force he was obliged to use agains 
his enemy. 


There is a principle in electricity 


that the heat developed in any pan 
of the circuit is proportional to the 
resistance of that part of the circuit 
Ir it were not for that resistance and 
for the ability of the current to over 
come and pass through it, the energy 
sent out from the dynamo would be 
utterly wasted and our electric lights 
which rival the sun in brilliancy 
would be unknown. 


The same principle exists in regard 


to mental discipline. If we desire a 
mind that can cope with the difficult 
problems of life, we must' develop it 
by hard study—by overcoming 
the 


lesser difficulties met wita in the 
science or in mathematics. 


'Vve would scarcely expect an un 


trained horse to win in a race againsi 
one of the same possioilities but with 
its power augumented by previous 
training. 
Neither can we ourselves 


expect to win in the race for success, 
without having our latent capabilities 
drawn out by education. 


The development from a Kentucky 


cradle of that great emancipator is no 
more a miracle, than the 
unfolding 


from the acorn 
of that symbol of 


strength, the oak Both are the result 
of leading forth the latent powers God 
tias given. 


The education not only gives us a 


supply of knowledge—a thing not to 
be despised—but it also gives power, 
the most practical 
thing in all the 


world. 
When Bacon 
says 
that 


'knowledge is power," he 
means 


knowledge that has been transformed 
nto mental power. 
We have a proof 


of this meaning in another place 
where he says, "Natural aMlities are 
ike natural plants, they need prim 
ing by study."

5ources? Was Abraham Lincoln wast 
ng hi's time when ho was employing 
e^ ery moment in study and in laying 
he foundation for that great mentai 
>ower which cabled him to tide our 
nation over her most perilous crisis? 
Was it an idle pastime for Demos 
henes with one side of his head 
shaven to make him look ridiculous—' 
o that he would not be tempted to go 
iacK into society—to exile himself 
After Dinner 
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from 'the world? And was It a •waste 
of time for him to practice speaking 
beneath a suspended sword in order 
to overcome the ungainly habit of 
snrugging his shoulders and, with peb- 
bles in his mouth, to correct a stam> 
mering utterance? Is the wood-chop- 
per grinding his ax waisting time and 
energy in useless preparation? No! 
Nor is that education alone practical 
which brings a remuneration of dol- 
lars and cents, but rather the one 
which 
augments a man's power, 


changes his mental being from the 
crude form it lad in; the* 
and makes him master of all the capa- 
bilities he posjsigieg. : 


Not too much stress can be laid on 


the fact that it is not what is cram- 
med in but what can be drawn out; 
not only the possession Of* knowledge, 
but also the ability.to knqw, that in- 
dicates the educated mind.4 


I know of no more fitting way to 


close than by repeating the following 
words by the late William McKlnley, 
on the value of education: 


"How 
priceless is a liberal educa- 


tion! In itself what a rich endow- 
ment! It is not impaired by age but 
its value increases by use. No one 
can employ it but its rightful owner; 
he alone' can illustrate its worth, and 
en joy "its rewards. It cannot be In- 
herited or purchased. It must be ac- 
quired by individual effort. It can be 
secured only 
by preseverance and 


self-denial, but it is as free as the air 
we breathe."

MARK TWAIN HONORED 


Large Crowds at Railway Sta- 


tions Bid Him Godspeed. 


SAD PASTING AT HAHNIBAL, MO. 


Hnmorlat on HI* Recent Return Trip 


From Home of II1« Boyhood Over- 
come by Emotion In Attempting to 
Speak at ParU, Mo.—Experiences ol 
Tonncer Day*. 
Standing on the platform of the rear 


of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
passenger train, Mark Twain, who has 
recently been in Hannibal. Mo spend- 
ing a few days, took his farewell look 
at the city, the home of his boyhood 
and sped on his way to Columbia at 11 
o'clock the other morning to attend the 
commencement exercises of the §tate 
university, says the St Louis Globe- 
Democrat. His parting was a sad one 
To the large crowd which had collect 
ed at the station to bid him goodby 
and to •wish him godspeed on his jour- 
ney homeward the humorist waved his 
hand in response to the cheers which 
went up for him. 


After being loyally entertained dur 


ing his stay, Mark Twain has learned 
to think more of Hannibal and its peo- 
ple than ever, and it was with a heavy 
heart that he departed to return no 
more. The usual pleasant smiles which 
had leisurely played over his face were 
absent In their place tears trickled 
down his cheeks. Such was the im- 
pressive parting with the humorist 
whom all Hannibal idolized during the 
past few days. 
• 


The trip of Mark Twain down to Co- 


lumbia was one ovation after another. 
At every station through which he 
jassed large crowds were at the depots 
to see him. E. Fowkes, general agent 
of the Wabash at Hannibal, Mo., ac- 
companied him as far as Moberly. At 
Stoutsville a large number of the resi- 
dents of Florida, Mo., the birthplace of 
the humorist were at the station. M. 
Anderson, son of an old acquaintance 
of the Clemens family, presented him 
with A cane made of timber from the 
house of his birth. 


At Paris a crowd of over a thousand 
people were on hand. Arrangements 
md been made to hold the train about 
ten minutes so that Mark Twain might 
make a little speech. He bad hardly 
jegun when a little girl stepped up to 
:he car and handed Mm a large bunch 
of pretty red roses. He broke down 
completely and was unable to continue. 
People then rushed forward to shake 
lis hand, and the train soon pulled out. 
Soberly gave him another ovation. The 
depot was crowded with people. There 
Mark Twain changed cars and was 
compelled to wait forty minutes for his 
train. 


On the journey to Columbia Mark 


Twain said that he never had anything 
:o hurt him more than his farewell at 
Hannibal. He was deeply affected, and 
t was clearly seen that he restrained 
his emotions with great difficulty. 


"This visit of mine back to the scenes 


of my boyhood has been one of the 
jappy events of my life," he said 
'My trip has certainly been a most on- 
ioyable one, and I do not recall a single 
nstance when I have ever had a better 
time. The time^was all well spent. 1 
am glad to know that the people think 
so much of me. It is not always that a 
'ellow can stay away from his old 
lome as long as I have done and then, 
return and be received so cordially." 


The other night Mark Twain talked 


more freely than ever. He told one sto- 
ry after another of his experiences in 
lanuibal daring his younger days. The 
original Huckleberry Finn, he said, 
was Tom Blankenship. Blankensbip 
was a familiar character about Hanni- 
bal during the boyhood days of the hu- 
morist His sister, Becky Blankenship, 
now lives in Hannibal. Tom Sawyer, 


said, was a composite character. 


Sometimes it was Will Bowen, John 


arth, Ed Stevens, Jim Holmes or him- 


self, he said. However, he admitted 
hat various tricks of the character 
were mostly his. Mrs. Frazier, now 
matron of the Home For the Friend- 
ess, who was formerly Laura Hawk- 
ns, the first sweetheart of Mark 
Twain, was Becky Thatcher in "Tom 
Sawyer." 


When asked if he would write any 


more books, the humorist drawled in 
lis characteristic manner: "Well, I 
lon't know. It depends on the circum- 
tances. I am too lazy to write any- 
hing unless I have a strong incentive. 
dread to ride on the railroads. I have 
rossed the ocean seventeen times and 
lid not mind it as much as I do one of 
the five hour rides on a train."

Experience of Profonor 


AVlio Ancended Mont Pelee. 


Geologist, geographer, explorer and 


all around scientist—that, in a nutshell, 
is Professor Angelo Heilprin, who has 
just made the perilous trip to the top 
of Mont Pelee to wrest from the crater 
its secrets in the interests of science, 
says the New York Tribune. Profess- 
or Heilpriu is no closet scientist. When 
he has needed facts, he has not delved 
foi books for them, but has gone to Na- 
ture herself. 


When not traveling, Professor Heil- 


prin makes his home in Philadelphia, 
where he takes an active part in the 
work of many scientific bodies. lie 
is a man of many accomplishments. 
To those who have regarded him only 
«s a scientist the fact that he is also 
a skilled artist and musician comes 
with surprise. His paintings have ap- 
peared In a number of expositions. The 
record of Professor Heilprin's scientific 
discoveries is T\ ritten in his books, but 
for a record of his experiences one 
must go further. Modest and unas- 
suming, Professor Heilprin can be in- 
duced to talk freely on any subject 
except himself. H« has faced death 
fully a score of times, but it is only 
from the lips of his companions that 
the details of these escapes have be- 
come known. 


Professor 
Heilprin's courage and 


presence of mind are Illustrated by his 
experience while making the ascent of 
Mount Orizaba, in Mexico, several 
years ago. His only companion was a 
guide, through whom the story became 
public. The guide was about thirty 
feet ahead of Professor Heilprin, and 
the two were attached to the same 
rope. They were ascending an Ice 
slope, \vhen the guide slipped and came 
skimming down the slope, gaining 
speed every moment. A few yards be- 
hind Professor Heilpriu was a preci- 
pice, and he realized that if the guide 
went over he would be dragged after 
him. 
One alternative was to cut the 


rope and save himself, but he chose the 
other alternative. Placing himself di 
rectly in the guide's path, he braced 
himself and waited, in the hope of 
stopping the man's progress. The im- 
petus the guide had gained was so 
great, however, that Heilprin was 
knocked from his feet, and the two 
men slid toward the edge of the preci- 
pice. There was no rock or tree to 
clutch, and the two had given them- 
selves up for lost when a sudden dip in 
the ice slackened their speed and ena- 
bled them to come to a halt. When 
they arose to their feet again, they 
found themselves within a yard of the 
edge of the precipice. Professor Heil- 
prin induced the terror stricken guide 
to resume the interrupted ascent, and 
the men reached the summit of Mount 
Orizaba without further mishap. 


THE GREAT GOLDEN SPURS. 


of One of the Most Interesting; 
Coronation Features. 


The king of England has appointed 


the Earl of Loudoun and Lord Grey de 
Ruthyn to be bearers of the great gold- 
en spurs at the solemnity of the coro- 
nation, says The Pall Mall Gazette. 
The office is hereditary. It was held 
originally by the Earls of Pembroke, 
from which it descended to .the Greys 
of liuthyn. 


There have, however, been other 


bearers of the spurs. They were car- 
ried at the coronation of the last Ed- 
ward by the Earl of Rutland and by 
the Earl of Essex at the coronation of 
Henry VII. The right of the Lord de 
Ruthyn was contested in 1GS5, but the 
claims of the Earl of Kent and of the 
Duke of Norfolk were rejected, and at 
the coronation of Queen Anne and of 
George II. their claims were not re- 
newed. Lord Caltborpe carried them in 
1821 and Lord Byron in 1838, but both 
as deputies for the Baroness Grey de 
Ruthyn. 


"Two great and weighty golden 


spurs," carried by John Marshal, are 
mentioned in the, account of the c~oro- 
nation of Richard I. printed from Ho- 
vendcn, and this seems to be the ear- 
liest mcntiou. In 1040 tha spurs appear 
in the inventory of the regalia taken 
by order of the parliament. They Were 
of silver gilt, the buckles set wrth 
"twelve slight stones," and the straps 
were of crimson silk. They weighed 
Six and threo quarter ounces and, with 
silver at 3s. 4d. per ounce, were valued 
at fl 13s. 4<1. The coronation spurs 
made by William Foster for Henry 
VII., "all gilt," cost only 13s. 4d.

FOR THE HOUSEWIFE 


Heading OH the Moth.' 


Moth protection is much more than 


half accomplished when a garment Is 
brushed free from dust, stains, spots 
and any soil removed and every fold 
and seam scanned closely for a deposit 
of moth eggs. If it can be made sure 
that none of the latter is in the gar- 
ment, it is easj and cheap to keep them 
out. 
Immediately on finishing the 


cleansing and inspecting treatment slip 
the garment into a bag made of calico 
or muslin that will hold it easily and 
that has not the smallest break or tear. 
Close the opening by running the eiSls 
together In the sewing machine and lay 
away on a shelf or in a trunk, as pre- 
ferred. A housekeeper who has kept 
blankets, fare and^lotbing year In and 
year out In this w'ay gives this as her 
advice after her long and successful 
experience. "Sometimes," she says,'"I 
dip a cloth in turpentine and drop it In 
the bag with my blankets, and I al- 
ways go over the closet shelves or the 
trunk or the bureau drawer in which I 
pack away this bagged clothing, etc., 
with a brush dipped in turpentine. 
Moths won't cat cotton or linen, and If 
you are very careful to keep them out 
of the garment till it is into the bag 
they are out for the summer. Don't 
use cheesecloth for the bags. It is too 
sleazy. Use any clean firm cotton or 
linen material. Old pillowcases that 
are not broken or worn through any- 
where are useful for the purpose. Many 
things accumulate in the house that 
may be used—light silosia dress linings, 
faded chambray, percale or linen dress 
skirts and the like. I have such arti- 
cles ripped and washed and made into 
straight bags of various sizes. These 
accumulate in my linen closet rea^y 
for the spring packing away."

Baby's Batlitab. 


I hare thoroughly enjoyed giving our 


baby her bath since her father made a 
bathtub on legs, so that I can sit in my 
low rocker and bathe her without 
straining my back in the least I have 
her basket an extra large one, contain- 
ing all I need, on a chair by my side, 
and when I dress her I take her on my 
lap, 
which is covered with, a large 


flannel apron. The tub is made of a 
piece of rubber sheeting 30 inches 
wide and 1% yards long. At each cor- 
ner I folded the edges together for 
five inches and then folded that point 
back even with the edge of the eflfl, 
so that on each end the two points are 
folded toward the center. I oversewed 
a piece of strong cotton belting twen-

ty inches long to the edge on each end 
to keep thcvfolds in place. The frame 
is made of four cross legs thirty inches 
long. At 4&e top are two bars thirty- 
sis inches long, to "Which the sides of 
rubber and the ends of the cotton belt- 
ing are firmly tacked. Where the legs 
«ross they are pivoted by a long screw 
to a heai y central bar thirty-six inches 
long, so that the tub can be folded like 
a camp stool and be put away in a 
very small space. To make it more 
steady two other bars are used. Each 
is screwed at one end to the leg hear 
the pivot and extends diagonally down 
to a point near the end of the leg. One 
is on each side, slanting in opposite di- 
rections.—Cor. Good Housekeeping. 


Strawberry Shortcake 


Whatever recipe is used for short- 


cake it should be torn apart rather 
than cut, for a knife used on warm 
bread will make it heavy. A nice way 
is to roll the dough thin and butter the 
sides that rest together, and then pull 
them apart when ready to spread the 
berries The dotigh cut out into bis- 
cuits makes nice individual shortcakes 
for dessert. The noted cook, Mrs. Lin- 
coln, advocates that way. Here is her 
recipe: One pint of sifted flour, 'one 
scant half teaspooiiful of salt one-half 
teaspoonful of soda, one-quarter cupful 
of butter and one cupful of sour milk. 
Personally 1 prefer my shortcake 
sweetened a -little, say half a cupful of 
sugar to the above recipe. 


Here is a recipe with baking pow- 


der: One pint of flour, sifted, with a 
heaping teaspoonful of baking powder. 
Rub in a level tablespoohful of butter. 
Mix with about one-half pint of milk. 
Do not roll, but flatten out with the 
hands to about three-quarters of an 
Inch thick. Bake eighteen or twenty 
minutes. 


Painted Floors. "'""' 


A painted floor cannot be recommend- 


ed without reserve. The paint wears 
off quickly, afid it is very difficult to 
keep the floor looking clean. Still, that 
a floor must be well painted the sur- 
face must first be made smooth, nail 
holes and cracks being filled with put- 
ty. Then paint with the best floor 
paint to be' procured. The floor need; 
to be cleaned every morning by use ol 
a broom corered with n bag. Then it 
should be wiped tip with- a damp doth 
wmiicr out of clear warm water. Soap 
reniot es the paint,

French interests, and unless it was

and 
completely 
quelled
